The Lee County Board of Superv isors this morning ap­ 
prov ed a 19 59 -6 0 budget appropriation of $6 06 ,8 24.6 2, indi­ 
cating it will cost $16 5,344.6 3 more to run the county in the 
coming y ear than it has in the fiscal y ear ending Nov . 30. 
The last budget approv ed totalled $441,38 0. 
At the same time, the board boosted the tax lev y 25.8 
cents per $100 v aluation to 
27.4 cents, an increase of 1.6 
cents. 
On e o f the mo st n o ticeable in ­ 
creases is in electio n 
ex p en se, 
which ju mp ed $23,75 0. This, o f 
co u rse, is becau se there hav e been 
n o co u n ty electio n s this y ear, bu t 
the co u n ty is faced with a p rimary 
an d gen eral electio n in I960. Three 
co u n ty o fficers, state’s atto rn ey , 
circu it clerk an d co ro n er are to be 
elected.

morial Hospital to barnstorm the 
nation with ev ang elistic ferv or. 
By th* tim e he return* to the 
hospital for a checkup the first 
week 
in 
December, 
Dr. 
Dooley 
will hav e made 49 speeches in 37 
cities. 
He will v isit more than 50 hos­ 
pitals and m edical school* and ap­ 
pear at ov er IOO luncheons, recep­ 
tions and dinner parties. 
There is no friv olity about these 
social affairs. They m erely pro­ 
v ide a medium for Dr. Dooley to 
hurl the full force of his dy namic 
personality into a stirring plea for 
money for humanity .

finance four new hospitals in the 
jungles of Laos.

It s a great indoor pleasure to 
try to place in some order of 
precedence the mighty ' name* of 
the American past. It is a fine 
intellectual game, and a good 
way to find out y ourself what 
y ou believ e in most, and how 
y ou rank people. 
What m akes the gam e ev en b et­ 
ter is that few would agree on who 
hav e b een the fiv e 
greatest Ameri­ 
cans. There are many titans to 
choose from. 
But it is hard to figure how any ­ 
one could omit from a catalogue 
of g reatness that first do-it-y our­ 
self American—Benjamin Frank­ 
lin. 
In his own lifetime he was the 
best-known American both in his 
own country and in Europe, and 
he 
remains 
one 
of the 
most 
many -faceted 
geniuses 
in 
the 
annals of the human race, a true 
all-around man. 
The 
range of his accomplish­ 
ments is so wide—as businessman, 
writer, diplomat, scientist, inv ent­ 
or 
and 
humanitarian—that 
one 
would be hard put to name another 
indiv idual in all history who bene­ 
fited his country in more way *. 
Self-taught from the age of IO, 


he 
b ecam e 
a v egetarian so he 
could spend his m eat money on 
b ooks. 
He taught him self logic, 
nav igation, algeb ra and geom etry. 
L ater in life he taught him self to 
read 
G erm an, 
French, 
Spanish, 
Italian and Latin. 


Most ev ery one knows Franklin 
discov ered that lightning is elec­ 
tricity . They are also probably 
aware he founded the nation'* 
first circulating library and fire 
insurance company , and inv ented 
a new kind of harmonica, the 
lightning rod, bifocal g lasses, the 


Franklin stov e, and the platform 
rocking chair. 
But few rem em b er that he w as 
also A m erica’s m ost popular w rit­ 
e r—his 
“ Poor 
R ichard's 
A lm a­ 
nack ” w as outsold only b y the 
Bib le. Ev en few er know he was 
the first to m ake the A m erican 
postal system pay its own way, or 
that he introduced into this coun­ 
try silkworms, b room corn, and 
the use of lim e to fertilize soil. 
He also pioneered in studying 
the Gulf Stream , scientific w eath­ 
er prediction, and planned an ex ­ 
pedition to the arctic.

of gallstones and gout at 8 4, and 
the entire civ ilized world m ourned 
the passing of a hum an H im alaya.

WASHINGTON CSP)—The go v ernment warns that p art 
of the West Co ast cranberry cro p is co ntaminated by a weed­ 
killer that can p ro du ce cancer in rats. 
The warning bro u ght a cho ru s o f p ro tests and denials 
fro m cranberry gro wers and cro p ex p erts. With Thanksgiv ­ 
ing co ming u p in a co u p le o f weeks and Christmas no t far o ff 
they are entering their big­ 
gest sales seaso n. 
Arthur S. Flemm ing , secretary 
o f health, educatio n and welfare, 
to ld a news co nference Mo nday 
that parts o f the 1 95 8 and 1 95 9 
cranberry cro p fro m Washing to n 
and Oreg o n were fo und to be co n­ 
taminated. 
He did no t say ho w much mig ht 
be affected, o r where it may be 
o n sale. No reaso n has been fo und 
to suspect current cro ps fro m Wis­ 
co nsin, New J ersey and M assa­ 
chusetts, he said. 
If the ho usewife can’t determine 
where the berries co me fro m and 
the y ear o f the cro p, Flemming 
said, "to be o n the safe side she 
do esn’t buy ."
